Referring to the section 3502 of Rev. statues quoted by you in your favor of this morning 
I beg to call your attention to the words “But all such appointments shall be forthwith reported to 
the Director of the Mint for his approval”, as implying something more than the mere submission 
of Mr. Hickok’s name and signature to me. In all similar cases under identical provisions it is 
customary to have proof of submission and approval of the appointment as made before honoring 
drafts &c.
